Climbs With 
Cost Of Living 


THE CLOSE CONNECTION between the 
sharp rise in Hong Kong's mortality. figures 
and the mounting cost of living is indicated 
by official figures made available to the 
“Sunday Herald” yesterday. 

Statistics show a grim increase in the total 
number of deaths in 1940 as compared with 
1939, and most of the .increase is explained 
by: malnutrition in one form or another.
